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In summary, a conspiracy is a kind of partnership in crime. For the defendant to be 

convicted of the crime of conspiracy to import, or to manufacture and distribute, more than 

five kilograms of cocaine, the government must prove three things beyond a reasonable 

doubt: first, that some time between April 2006 and August 17, 2006, there was an agreement 

to import a mixture and substance containing a detectable amount of cocaine into the United 

States from Guatemala and elsewhere, or to manufacture or distribute a mixture and 

substance containing a detectable amount of cocaine, intending and knowing that such 

cocaine would be unlawfully imported into the United States; second, that the defendant 

intentionally joined in that agreement; and third, that the overall scope of the conspiracy 

involved at least 5 kilograms of a mixture and substance containing a detectable amount of 

cocaine. 

Lesser Included Offense : 
Conspiracy to Import, or to Manufacture and Distribute. 500 Grams or More of Cocaine 

As I mentioned earlier, the related offense of conspiracy to import, or to distribute and 

manufacture, 500 grams or more of cocaine is what we call a lesser included offense of 

conspiracy to import, or to distribute and manufacture, 5 kilograms or more of cocaine. I will 

now instruct you on this lesser included offense. There are three essential elements of the 

offense of conspiracy to import, or to distribute and manufacture, 500 grams or more of 

cocaine. The first two elements are the same as the first two elements that I described for 

conspiracy to import, or to manufacture and distribute, five kilograms or more of cocaine ~ 

in short, the existence of an agreement to import into the United States, or to manufacture and 

distribute, a mixture and substance containing a detectable amount of cocaine, and 
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
